Executive Com. - - - 
(Continued: from Page 1) 
tist papers. In 1913, a resolu- 
tion ‘was introduced calling for 
seven men, appointed by the 
Convéntion presidént, to study 
the organizational needs of the 

Convention. 

In 1917, the Convention took 
a major step by providing for a 
“standing committee of the Con- 
vention to act for the Conven- 
tion between its sessions as 
hereinafter set forth.” The 
standing committee was, enlarg- 
ed in 1919 and given further re- 
sponsibility in 1926, 

In 1927 a Committee On Bus- 
iness Efficiency brought its re- 
port in Louisville. It called at- 
tention to the expanding needs 
of the Convention. 

To meet these needs, it stated, 
the Convention should have 
some agency to keep in close 
touch with all the work of the 
Convention and its agencies: 

The logical group to do this, 
it was held, was an Executive 
Committee. This was the his- 
toric beginning of the Executive 
Committee as we now know it. 

First: Meeting 

The Executive Committee 
held its first meeting in 1927 in 
Nashville, and voted to éstablish 
headquarters in the‘city. Austin 
Crouch was elected executive 
secretary, a position he held un- 
til retirement in 1946. Duke K. 
McCall served as executive sec- 
retary from 1946 until 1951. Por- 
ter Routh was elected‘executive 
secretary-treasurer in 1951. 

In 1931 the Convention exper- 
imented with a separate Promo- 
tion Committee. The adminis- 
trative functions of the Conven- 


















































responsibility of the Executive 
Committee: The Promotion 
Committee was charged with es- 
tablishing the goal of: the co-op- 
erative fund, determining the 
distribution of undesignated 
South-wide funds, and of sug- 
gesting South-wide causes to be 
included.in the program. It was 
also to suggest the ration of di- 
vision of co-operative funds be- 
tween South-wide and _ state- 
wide causes in each state, and 
was to promote the Cooperative 
Program, j . 
Separate Function 

This separation of functions 
did not work satisfactorily, and 
in 1933 the Promotion -Commit- 
tee was dropped, its functions 


mittee. 

At the 1958 annual meeting, 
again in Louisville, the Conven- 
tion made another major change 
in the Executive Committee 
when it established a Steward- 
ship Commission. This ‘new 
Commission will promote stew- 
ardship and the Cooperative 
Program, formerly an assign- 
ment of the Executive Commit- 
tee.

schools, community development, and médern convenien- 
ces in rural! homes, have brought new conditions which 
demand a new type of church program, but the need for 
the rural church is just as great as ever. 

The old-time one room country church building, and the 
part time program is passing. New buildings, added educa- 
tional space, new pastor’s homes, pastors liying on the 
fields, and full organizational programs are becoming char- 
acteristic of more and more of the rural churches. 

The seminaries are giving larger attention to training 
young ministers for rural work, and many more of these 
trained men are moving to rural fields. 

No state in the Southern Baptist Convention has seen 
greater progress on the part of rural churches than has 
Mississippi. (One has only to drive through the state to see 
the changes |that have come in the country churches with 
new buildings, modern educational facilities and attractive 
pastor’s honjes appearing everywhere. Many of the out- 


standing pastoral leadérs in our state are serving rural 
churches. » | 


In 1958 (latest figures available) Mississippi reported 
1137 rural churches. There were only 88 quarter-time chur- 
ches as compared with 378 in 1949, and 562 half-time chur- 
ches as compared with 721 ten years ago. Property value 
reported by jcountry churches in 1949 was $5,841,995, while 
in 1958 that value had soared to $16,995,762. Total gifts 
in 1949 were $1,987,084, while in 1958 these same churches 
gave $4,185,501. These churches increased their mission 
gifts from $178,875 in 1949 to $484,828 in 1958. 


These 1137 rural churches in Mississippi in 1958 had 
1092 Sunday schools, 839 Training Unions, 536 WMU’s and 
316 Brotherhoods. 724 of them held Vacation Bible Schools, 
900 reported baptisms, and 1097 reported gifts to missions. 

As outstanding as are the present reports from the 
country churches, they will continue to be better as more 
churches match their work to the needs of this new day. 
It is probable that in some cases there will‘need to be con- 
solidation, while in others churches will need to be moved 
because of changing communities and better transporta- 
tion. Many more churches will need to erect new buildings 
or add educational space. Others will enlarge their organ- 
izations, adopt new finance programs such as the Forward 


’ Program, move-up to full-time services with the pastor

Through the years the rural churches have made a 
eat contribution to our whole Baptist program. They 
ve provided many of our finest Baptist leaders, and have 
sent a continual flow of members into the urban churches 
as. families and ‘individuals have moved from the farm to 
town. Seventy-five percent of Southern Baptist churches 
are still in rural areas and villages. With the stronger, 
larger programs of work which they are adopting, they will 
not only continue to be a mighty factor in denominational 


life, but their largest contributions to all 
be expected in the years ahead. ee ee

Proxy Baptism 

(1) A first possibility is proxy 
baptism, mentioned above. 
| Throughout I Cor. 15 Paul is 
| concerned with the fact of the 
resurrection. Evidently some in 
Corinth, like the Sadducees in 
Jerusalem, scoffed at the idea 
of resurrection from the dead. 
It may well be that the same 
ones in Corinth who ridiculed 
the résurfétion practiced proxy 
baptism. Paul’sees a contradic- 
tion in this ‘and argues: “If 
there is no chance of your be- 
loved dead ever being raised, 
why go to the trouble of being 
baptized for them?”

We 
know from Rom. 6:4 that Paul 
thought of baptism as a two- 
fold symbol of death and the 
resurrection. In other words, 
during the act of baptism the 
Christian plays two roles: Death 
and Resurrected Life. 

According to this view, the 
words “for the dead” in I Cor. 
15:29 do not refer to proxy 
baptism. (In that case one as- 
sumed the role of a person now 
dead and was baptized in his 
place). Rather do the words 
refer to the Death role played 
by the Christian in the drama 
of his own baptism. This view 
regards the article as superflu- 
ous, a not uncommon use of the 
article in Greek, and translates 
simply “for dead.” 

Lost Half Its Meanjng 

So, in I Cor/ 15:29, Paul. may 
have been arguing that baptism 
has lost half its meaning for 
those. who do not believe in 
the resurrection. Suppose that 
such a one is himself being 
baptized. He jis lowered into 
the water “for dead.” That is, 
in a sense, he is willing to “play 
dead,” for he believes in that. 
He does not believe in life— 
Resurrected Life. But, if bap- 
tism is to be consummated, he 
must be raised from the water. 
(The only alternative is drown- 
ing). 
tradiction. By submitting to 
baptism, those who oppose the 
resurrection are unknowingly 
giving ‘assent to. it. 

Here are two out of thirty 
or more. possible interpreta- 
tions of I Cor. 15:29. And these 


_|two possibilities are not with- 
out their own difficulties. Wor-| 


thy of note, however, is that 
Paul neither commanded nor 
commended proxy baptism.

General Meeting 
Virginia Baptists have had a 
General Meeting of Correspon- 
dence since around the turn of 
the century, but interest in this 
organization waned because 
there’ was little business to 
transact. At the meting in 
Charlottesville in 1821, only 
three messengers and no offi- 
cers were present. 


At the final session .of the 
General Meeting of Correspon- 
dence at First Church, Rich- 
mond, last year, a seven-article 
constitution for the new Gen- 
eral Association of Baptists in 
Virginia was. approved. The 
constitution was drawn by Ed- 
ward Baptist of Appomattox 
Association. 

Actually the General Associa- 
tion is a state convention, but 
this name was avoided due to 
some opposition to conventions. 
Autonomy of local churches and 
associations was assured in 
Article Four: “These represen- 
tatives, when convened, shall in 
no case interfere with the in- 
ternal regulations of the church- 
es or Associations, nor shall 
they pursue any other object 
than that specified (in the con- 
stitution).” 

Jeter and Witt are to be sup- 
ported by the General Associa- 
tion. Contributions::from the 
district associations will be 
voluntary, and districts are not’ 
required to make contributions 
in order to be represented in 
the state organization.

TRAINING LEADERSHIP 


Trained leadership tends to 
produce more interesting, in- 
formative, challenging, and in- 
spiring programs. The trained 
man understands something of 
the responsibilities which are 
his. He is able to see some- 
thing .of the potentials, and is 
also able to plan activities, fel- 
lowship, and program periods 
in such a way as to promote 
church and denominational em- 
phasis. We believe that a train- 
ed leadership is the answer to 
most of the problems connected 
with Brotherhood promotion.
